While these gains are character­ 
ized as “slight” nevertheless it is 
a forward step eastward toward 
the Ostend-Lille railroad toward 
which the British drive for Hooge 
also is pointed. 
The Canadians are lying secure­ 
ly in their trenches at the very 
doorstep of Lens and the British 
forces are holding their trenches 
south of the famous Vimy ridge in 
spite of intense shell fire by the 
Germans. 
Germans Make Attempt. 
On the long neglected front 
near Saint Quentin the Germans 
have delivered a surprise attack of 
considerable proportions but were 
unsuccessful in gaining ground ex­ 
cept at some points in the center 
of the French line. 
Otherwise the 
fire of the French troops put down 
the sally with considerable casual­ 
ties on the part of the Germans. 
Likewise, on the Aisne front, 
the Germans have delivered on­ 
slaughts against the French

At several points the Germans 
managed to make their way into 
isolated trenches, but soon met 
death in the hand-to-hand fight­ 
ing or were captured.

Southeast of Czer- 
nowich, the capital of Bukowina, 
the Germans have penertated the 
Russian frontier posts and further 
south, fighting with the Alies, have 
taken positions between the Trotus 
and Putna valleys and southern 
Moldavia.

HELP RED CROSS 


Washington, Aug. 9.— Wives who 
worked in offices and factories before 
marriage should seek employment in 
industry again, releasing their hus­ 
bands for army service, is an official 
suggestion of the Provost Marshal 
General’s office, supplementing Gen­ 
eral Crowder’s ruling that when the 
wife is assured “ reasonably adequate 
support,” the husband should not be 
exempted on the ground of depend­ 
ents. 
Officials will not define “ reasonably 
adequate.” 
They say the local ex­ 
emption boards will have to decide 
individual cases on thoir merits. 
A wife with young children, un-1 
able to support herself or w i t h o u t ; 
adequate support from relatives, en- j 
title the husband to exemption. 
General Crowder’s 
ruling 
is an 1 
open appeal to relatives to support i 
the wife so the husband can go to! 
war. 
A ruling of the Provost Marshal 
General greatly modified the physical 
requirements of a man for duty. 
“ If dental work will .restore the 
teeth so as 
to meet 
demands 
of 
proper mastication, the man with 
defective teeth should either be ac­ 
cepted or allowed sufficient time to 
have the necessary work done and 
be enrolled later.” General Crowder 
(instructed exemption boards. 
< Reductions in weight of from five 
to twelve 
pounds, 
according 
to 
height, and in chest measurements 
of one-half inch in cases of men tall­ 
er than 5 fes't 8 inches also were 
allowed. 
Regulations in ear and eye tests 
were modified slightly so as to ex­ 
clude fewer men for def -cts in hear­ 
ing and sight.

LESSON FOR AUGUST 12 


JOSIAH*8 GOOD REIGN. 


LF.SflON TEXT-11 Chronicles 34:1-1S. 
GOLDEN TEXT* Heniembcr now thy 
Creator in the Jay* of thy youth — Eccle«. 
12 :L 


The reign of Joslah is in striking 
and pleasing contrast with 
thnt 
of 
1 many of his predecessors, especially 
1 that of his father, Arnon, and graud- 
j father, Munnsseh. 
I. Time of Beginning (v. 1). 
H e as- 
I ccndeti the throne when only eight 
! years of age. 
At this tender age he 
evidently hud n sense of the im port of 
the service of God’s house. 
1 his 
sense must have been strong to en­ 
able him to withstand the corrupt in­ 
fluences of his surroundings. T he pre­ 
vailing Idolatry influenced this 
hoy, 
hut influenced him in the opposite way 
in which boys are usually influenced. 
It aroused bis hatred for it. 
This 
serves to dem onstrate the fact th at 
circumstances do not necessarily de­ 
termine th e direction a life may go. 
Each individual has the ability to de­ 
termine the Course of Ids life: ond 
moreover, his responsibility so to do. 
It is a most perilous 
thing 
to 
be 
thrust Into snch a prom inent position 
I while so young. 
However, sometimes 
1 such responsibility has a sobering ef- 
1 feet, calling forth one’s latent powers. 
That his aspiration for God and the 
right was genuine is proven by the 
i fact th at ho persisted therein for thir- 
I ty-otu* years. 
II. The 
Character 
of 
H it 
Reign 
(v. 2). 
“He did thnt which w as right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
In the ways of D i e d his father, anti 
declined neither to the right hand nor 
to the left.” 
H e net only m aintained 
outward order and decorum as to the 
worship of God. but doubtless at heart 
desired to please God. 
III. Jotlah’a 
Reformation 
In 
the 
Kingdom (vv. 3-7). H e first set out to 
root out Idolatry from the land. 
This 
wus a prodigious task, requiring grout 
courage and skill. 
H e did this w ith a 
strong hand. 
W ithout pity he sw ept 
out from the land these abominations. 
In the execution of this task h e — 
1. Broke down the altars of Baalim 
(v. 4). This form of idolatry was first 
brought into th e laud by Jezebel v hen 
she m arried Ahab. 
T he Images seem 
to have been such as would appeal to 
the sensual n atu re o f m e n ; therefore 
It was but uaturul th at th e grossest 
licentious practices should 
be 
asso­ 
ciated with this worship. 
2. Ho broke in pieces the groves, 
carved Images, and molten images (v. 
4). 
H e even made dust of them and 
strewed it upon the graves of those 
who had been offering unto them. 
3. He 
burned 
the 
bones 
of 
the 
priests on their altars (v. •>)• 
n o not 
onlv showed no pity for them, but he 
manifested a decided fierceness in the 
execution of his task. 
4. H e extended this destruction to 
certain districts in th e northern king­ 
dom. 
It was not until all this was 
done thnt he returned to Jerusalem 
(vv. C, 7). 
H is reform ation thus be­ 
gan at home, b u t was extended to the 
widest extent of his kingdom. 
IV. Joslah 
Repaired 
the 
Temple 
(W. 8-13). 
H aving rid the lnnd of Its 
idolatry, he set him self to the repair­ 
ing of the temple which had been so 
loug neglected. 
This neglect, coupb d 
with gross abuses at times, made It 
to be sadly in need of attention. 
1. His deputies (v. 8). 
Tills work 
he intrusted to a committee of three—- 
Khuphnn, 
the 
royal 
secretary 
(II 
Kings 
2 2 :3 ); 
Masselnh, 
m ayor 
of 
Jeru salem ; and Joah, the recorder, the 
historian of the nation. 
In the m atter 
of ridding th e city and country of 
Idolatry Joslah took the lead in per­ 
son, b ut now the work had gone lur 
enough forw ard th at he could work by 
deputy. 
H e chose his deputies from 
among “luymen" instead of the priests. 
2. Method of procedure (vv. 9-13). 
(a) 
Collection of money (v. 9). 
It 
would seem th at for some time collec­ 
tion of money for temple repairs had 
been going on. 
P erhaps it w as begun 
in connection with the destruction of 
Idolatry some six years before. 
The 
agents In this work were the Levites. 
They collected It from all over ti*‘ 
kingdom, even giving the rem nant of 
Israel an opportunity for fellowship 
In this m atter. 
T his shows us that 
religious interests of the people should 
be sustained by all the people udhering 
thereto. 
(b) Money placed into th e treasury 
(v. 9). 
Hllklnh, the high priest, was the 
treasurer. 
From 
this treusury the 
overseers drew the money and paid It 
to the workmen who repaired the tem ­ 
ple. 
(e) T he overseers (v. 12). 
Among 
the overseers were certain skilled m u­ 
sicians. 
The duty of these overseers 
was to exercise supervision over the 
carpenters, builders, and other artl- 
sflus, and the helpers of all classes# 
The musicians, by skillful music, in­ 
cited the workman to diligence and 
activity, th us lightening the burdens 
of their toll. 
Music in the soul while 
working bears h very vital relation­ 
ship to the work Itself. 
3. T he character of the work (v. 12). 
They did the work faithfully.
